DEAR SIR, 


WAS rouſed this morning, about 
four o'clock, by the braying of 
afſes, and a buſy hum of people ; ; and 
on looking into the ſtreet ſaw it filled 
with peaſants, and baſkets filled with 
fruits of different kinds, and the 18. 
duce of the garden. Not being in a 
humour to return to bed, 1 took a 
walk to the Chartreux convent, to have 
a view EG Lyons and its environs.

every point of view this town is ex-
